PERDUE FARM NEAR SHOWELL 
YIELDS PLANTS. 


C. S. Perdue Is Well Known Here As 
Strawberry Grower 


Usually Ships Over One Million Plants 


With the close of the usual strawberry season, at- 
tention is being diverted among strawberry growers 
to strawberry plants. C. S. Perdue of Showell, is 
one of the largest producers of strawberry plants in 
the Eastern United States, normally selling between 
one and two million plants a year. 


The planting period is about the same as the dig- 
ging and shipping period, since Perdue starts digging 
the plants in November when he sells to the Florida 
market, and continues on through as the season ad- 
vances, coming farther north with his market, until 
May 15th. Last season the number of plants Perdue 
shipped was only about a million, due to the cold 
winter and wet spring. 


Perdue is the son of W. S. Perdue, who was one of 
the pioneer strawberry growers in Maryland. W.S. 
Perdue had strawberries on his Parsonsburg farm 
more than 50 years ago. Prior to 1914, when C. 5S. 
Perdue moved to his Showell farm, the farm at 
Parsonsburg was known as Perdue and Sons, and was 
already famous for its strawberry plants. 


C. S. Perdue now owns three farms, two in ad- 
joining territory south of Showell and one in Jenk- 
in’s Neck.

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Growing Strawberries 
CULTURAL INSTRUCTIONS, ETC. 


Any type of soil that will grow truck or garden 
crops or land that will grow good crops of corn. 
wheat, etc., will produce strawberries. It is desir- 
able for best results to plant on land that is improved 
with barnyard manure or on naturally good soil, 
also by plowing down heavy foliage crops the fall 
or summer before plants are set fills it with humus 
which is very essential for successful strawberry 
growing. The land should be well prepared before 
plants are set and mark the rows about 3% to 4 
feet apart and plants set about 12 to 15 inches apart 
in the rows; with all the roots set straight in the 
ground and pack soil firmly around each plant. If 
the roots are clipped off a little, especially the large 
size plants, it will make setting better and easier. 


Early spring is the proper time to set strawberry 
plants, as soon as weather conditions will permit 
getting the ground ready. In the South, February, 
March and early April; in the Middle States, March 
and April; in the Northern States, April. There is 
much that could be said about the culture of straw- 
berries, but different locations and different types of 
soil make it impossible to give any definite set of 
rules, but they will respond quickly to good cuiti- 
vation and good soil. Cultivation should begin soon 
after plants are set in the spring and continued 
frequently to insure good growth of the plants and 
to keep the rows free of vegetation during the sum- 
mer months. Some hand work with the use of a hoe 
at intervals is also necessary during the entire grow- 
ing season. 


Most all strawberries are grown by the matted row 
system—that is to leave about all the runners on the 
parent plant to take root and make a wide row or 
fruiting bed, leaving enough room in the alley for 
the convenience of the pickers. 


Manure and Fertilizer—Barnyard manure should 
be broadeast on the land after it is plowed and 
thoroughly worked in the soil as this method is very 
essential to the growth of the plants. It is also 
beneficial if used on the crop preceding strawberries. 
If necessary to use a commercial frtilizer it should 
be applied broadcast on the land and thoroughly 
cultivated in the soil before the plants are set. It is 
almost impossible to give the definite amount of 
fertilizer, also analysis of same required per acre, 
as that will depend on natural fertility of the land, 
variety of plants set, etc., as varieties like Chesa- 
peake and Big Joe will require more per acre than 
some of the other varieties like Blakemore and Bell- 
mar. 


If it is necessary to make application of commer- 
cial fertilizers at any time after the plants are set 
do not apply when plants are wet as it will injure 
them. If applied when plants are dry it is better to 
use a broom to brush fertilizer off the plants. Do 
not set out the plants in rows where fertilizer has 
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been applied in the rows unless applied a few weeks 
in advance, as it will cause the plants to perish and 
die. 


Application of fertilizers for top dressing the 
bearing beds in the spring should be done before any 
new growth starts and the foliage should be thor- 
oughly dry. Any material remaining on the leaves 
should be brushed off to prevent burning. The a- 
mount required per acre will depend somewhat on the 
variety and the natural fertility of the soil, as it is 
almost impossible for anyone not familiar with all 
the conditions to determine the proper amount re- 
quired as a topdressing in the spring.
